CAMP FUNSTON, Sept. 22.—The avowed and 
very laudable intention of Major-General Leonard 
Wood is to make the 89th Division, which in- 
cludes Missouri’s men, the best in the national 
army. 
mander in the United States, as he watches 
his drafted men detrain, is making similar 
vows and laying plans to that end. Each 
General has, presumably, laid out a course of 
action guiding him along those lines where the 
regulations laid down in Washington allow lati- 
tude. 

All the camps are under rules of considerable 
similarity, for the training must be uniform, but 
each commander is allowed leeway as to meth- 
ods. Considerable comment already has been 
made on the order that officers should carry canes 
or riding crops, and the statement that enlisted 
men would be e to carry swagger 
sticks. 

These minor points are lndicditve of the Gen- 

eral's trend. To excel, his division must be 
distinctive, and when he gets through with it, 
it will be distinctive. 
Gen. Wood gave the manhood of the Middle 
West in general a considerable study, after he 
was shifted.to this post from the Atlantic coast. 
He was already familiar with the records of the 
men from that section in the Civil. War. After 
consideration, he decided upon a plan whereby 
he hopes to make it the star of the country’s 
forces. 


His Plan in Outline. 


This plan is, broadly, as follows: 

The trench warfare upon the western front, 
in which our men are expected to engage, has 
become a contest of men in physical combat 
under the arcs of the big shells. The soidier of 
ancient Greece was only a trained athlete with 
discipline. Circling time has brought about a 
similar condition in war. 

According to the best advices of our allies, and 
the best experiehces of the teachers of the new 
army, the fighting now and the trend of the fight- 
ing to come, is the fighting of close combat, after 
the big guns have done their best or worst, de- 
pending on whose guns. 
he conclusion has been arrived at that gas 
and liquid fire, shrapnel and barbed wire_and all 
the other new deviltries are but makeshifts. No 
inhumanity can be devised against which an 
equally successful defense cannot be prepared. 
Therefore, warfare resolves itself, into its orig- 
inal constituents, which is man against man. 

This is not here announced as a fact. It is 
the announcement that this is the theory upon 
which the training of our men is based. 

-Gen. Wood.therefore has determined that the 
division which he will lead to war, shall be a 
division of athletes. He will train every man in 
athletics and develop to the fullest the powers 
of every man in all physical development. 

In defense of this plan, it is pointed out that 
the elaborate training of fencing with the bay- 
onet, which all soldiers have been taught for 
years, has been found in the close trench fighting 
of today to be useless. There are three major 
movements, according to observers from France, 

and they correspond to the three main movements 
of boxing. the lunge of attack, the guard of de- 
fense, and the down stroke of finis. This is de- 
livered with the butt of the rifle. 

The officers in charge of athletics have been 
appointed from top to bottom. Lieut. Paul With- 
ington is Divisional Athletic Officer. Under him 
are brigade, regimental, battalion, company 
and platoon and squad athletic officers. 

Company, platoon and squad officers may be 
Chosen from the ranks, and there is no rule 
against the “enlisted men“ as. they are still 
called, directing the athletics of a still larger 
body if particularly well qualified men should ap- 


New Weapon Suggested. 
Some of the men recently returned from France 
say that the officers of the French army are con- 
sidering the substitution of a sharp sword or long 
knife for the rifle and bayonet for use by men 
in the charge. Report is that a large number of 
bpollus. especially those who have been over the 
before,~return with the bayonet only. Once 
in the enemy trench, the French soldier is likely 
to detach his bayonet and throw the rifle away. 
In the close work of u trench, there is little use 
=~ for a long shooting piece like a rifle, but there

CAMP FUNSTON, Sept. 22.

Leonard Wood sits and gases over the 
expanse of Ogden Flats upon which is 
spread Camp Funston, with the nucleus of 
the army division he is to lead in France. 

The General can visualize this division 
as it will be when it has been trained. 
When a party of his men on leave passes 
down a street of a French town or eity next 
spring any other Americas seeing them can 
say: “Some of our fellows. Yes, Wood's 
men. See the jaunty air? The swagger 
sticks? The truculent swing of the walk? 
Fes, Wood’s men.” 

Or if a party of officers passes by, the 
onlooker will not be in doubt for a mo- 
ment. 

“Officers of the Eighty-ninth,“ the on- 
looker will say. “You can always tell 
them. Note the chin straps down, the gen- 
eral air of neatness, and the movement of 
the athletes.” 

And when the day comes, doubtless along 
the Rhine somewhere, when the games are 
played for the baseball and football cham- 
pionships of the army, those unfortunate 
enough to have missed those struggles will 
ask: 

“Who won?” and the answer will be:

many diversions of the day’s work. The drill 
will be broken into for a game of leap frog, 
and as far as possible, all recreational diversions 
will be on an athletic nature. 

The officers agree that the first task is to get 
the drafted men fit physically, and the work to 
this end will be intensive. There will be many a 
sore muscled man in camp two weeks from now, 
to the end that two months from now there may 
be many more hard muscled, toughened soldiers. 

The men here will be kept constantly at the 
job. It is the consensus of opinion among the 
officers that there should be no more rest than 
is necessary to restore tired men and soothe sore 
muscles. From a quarter to six in the morning 
until 9:45 in the evening there will be something 
going on. The food will be abudant and whole- 
some, the’ blankets warm, the clothing stout and 
the quarters clean, light and pleasant. 

The men who will enjoy these things will be 
called upon to do very very hard work, harder 
work doubtless than many of them ever have 
done in their lives. They must fit themselves in 
the quickest possible time so that individually 
they may be the master of a German soldier in 
hand to hand combat. The work will be in drill- 
ing, training, marching and countermarching that 
that the men will learn the bases of soldiery, and 
will acquire the most essential discipline. The 
play will be work camouflaged. It will be the 
rough games of boyhood made over, “Crack the 
whip,” “Foot and a half,“ and their kind. 


Scheme Founded on Games. 

Lieut. Withington, who is outlining the ath- 
letic campaign, intends to interest the men pri- 
marily in games. lie founds his scheme on 
games.

8000 Men as They 
Gather at the Camp 


NTO the nation’s crucible here, there poured 
| Thursday 8000 units of humanity, a part 
of the raw material from which an army 
is to be molded. They came from Missouri, 
Kansas, Colorado; New Mexico, Nebraska, South 
Dakota and Arizona. They came into the 
camp 8000 different men, drawn from all the 
white races of the world. It can truly be said 
that the only common characteristic was that 
they were between the ages of 21 and 31. 

It is a wonderful thing to stand all day long 
in a certain spot and have 8000 men pass by 80 
that they are less than two feet away. After a 
while the widely diverse impressions that one 
gains from each individual face begin to merge 
and only the mass impression remains. Here 
was an army, brought from their far homes to 
a tremendous town of raw boards, a town tossed 
together in a few weeks, where they will be 
taught a new system of life, new ambitions and a 
new mission. 

It was the end of a long struggle in Congress 
and in newspapers, for and against conscription. 
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These were the first fruits, chosen from among

The secret alliance with Russia 
made italy, a negligible quantity in 
the eyes of Bismarck and of the 
Austrian statesmen who danced 
when he pulled the strings. 

In 1892, a year after the second re- 
newal of the Triple Alllance, the 
commercial treaties which Italy hal 
with Germany and Austria expired. 
These were separate and distinct 
treaties ik no way depending upon 
the Triple Alliance. They were not 
even concurrent and the terms were 
different, each covering special rela- 
tions between Italy and the country 
to which it applied. Negotiations for 
the renewal of these treaties went 
on for several months; the terms of 
the treaty with Germany were settled 
without any difficulty; Austria, on 
the other Nand, raised objection after 
objection to the terms proposed to 
her by Italy, endeavoring to wring 
from her ally commercial concessions 
of a most onerous nature. The 
Marquis di Rudini, then Italy’s Min 
ister of Foreign Affairs, anxious to 
get treaties arranged, made some 
concessions, but a point was finally 
reached beyond which he could not 
yield.

fore had been sealed have revealed 
la few of the black screts that had 
been hidden behind the veil. Some 
of these secrets have found their 
way piecemegl into the columns of 
the press; not many, it is true, but 
enough to make thinking men 
amazed at the lonc-suffering meek- 
ness with which Italy kept turning 
the other ehéek after the allies had 
smitten her over and over again. 

In the last few months it has 
been the writer's privilege to have 
a peép behind “the scenes of the 
Triple Alliance. I have been placed 
in possession gf some hitherto. un- 
revealed ineidents of diplomatic his- 
tory; One or two statesmen whose 
authority is beyond question have 
related them to me and given me 
perniission to make some of them 
public. What follows is a brief re- 
sume of facts of treachery on the 
part of Germany and Austria in 
their relations with their ally. Some 
of them have been told before, and 
are retold today with those revealed 
for the first time, merely to make as 
complete as’ possible the astonishing 
record of Teutonic perfidy. 

The Triple Alliance. 

First of all, a brief summary of 
the facts of the Triple Alliance. 

Italy virtually was forced into the 
Triple Alliance. In 1882, when the 
treaty was made, she was faced 
with many troubles, at home and 
abroad. France had just takea 
Tunisia, to which Italy had long 
aspired, being encouraged in her 
aspirations by Bismarck, who want- 
ed to weaken France in the Medi- 
terannean. Her relations with 
France had been embittered by a 
massacre of Italian workmen at 
| Marseilles. Bismarck was threaten- 
ing to interfere in Italy’s relations 
with the papacy and his newspaper 
organs were busy urging that Ger- 
many step in and restore Rome to 
the Pope. He also was plotting to 
strain still. further the already 
Strained relations between Italy and 
France. Italy’s army and navy 
were so small and inefficient that 
she dared not risk a rupture with 
France. Therefore, her statesmen 
were glad to accept tHe alliance with 
Germany and with their hereditary 
enemy, Austria, for they wanted 
peace above everything alse at that 
moment. 

Germany’s object in admitting a 
then so insignificant nation as Italy 
to an alliance was to offset the 
growing power of France in the Med- 
iterranean and at the same time to 
curb Italy’s hostility to Austria. This 
hostility manifested itself in a de- 
termination to add to the newly 
united Italy the Italian provinces 
that still remained under Austrian 
rule. It was especially Trieste, Is- 
tria and Dalmatia that Germany 
feared might be lost to Austria, thus 
depriving, the Germanic powers of 
their one outlet to the Mediterra- 
nean. They figured that with Italy 
their ally she must give up her aspl- 
rations for the acquisition of these 
provinces on the Adriatic. 

Unpopular With Italians. 

The Italian people never loved the 
Triple Alliance, and though this was 
renewed in 1887, again in 1891 and 
again in 1902, its hold upon Italy 
became weaker and weaker as Ital- 
lans saw how their allies disregard- 
ed it whenever it suited their pur- 
pose. The successive renewals of 
the alliance on Italy’s part were due 
solely to her desire to preserve the 
peace of Europe, for it is very diffi- 
cult to discover a single benefit that 
Italy has ever dertved from it. The

Two astonished and. crestfallen 
Ambassadors left the Ministry of 


Foreign Affairs and rushed to their 


respective embassies, whence the 
telegraph wires to Berlin and Vi- 
enna soon began to sizzle. 

Before the 24-hour limit had ex- 
pired both Berlin and Vienna signed 
the treaties. 

‘And Germany and Austria were 
Italy's allies: - 

It was around about 1904 that 
Austria began the elaborate fortifl- 
cation of the lofty mountain peaks 
that overlook Italy. It must be re- 
membered that the frontier between 
Austria and Italy runs along the 
base of these mountains, 
almost all of the foothills being on 
the Austrian side of the line. In 
1905 the Austrian army held its 
grand maneuvers, at which the Em- 
peror was present, precisely in these 
mountains along the Italian fron- 
tier. In this there was, ot course, no 
breach of the le Alliance, but it 
was the kind of menac that one ally |. 
does not expect from another. 
Seizure of Bosnia. 

The most flagrant of all the be- 
trayals of Italy was the seizure of 


Bosnia and Herzegovina in October, 


1908. How flagrant this ‘was can 
best be understood by reading Article 
7 of the triple N This runs 
as follows: 

“Austria-Hungary ay Italy, who 
have solely in view the maintenance, 
as.far as possible, of the territorial 
status quo in the East, ,engage them- 
selves prevent 11 territorial 
changes which might be disadvan- 
tageous to the one or the other of 
the Powers parties to the present 
treaty. To this end they will give 
reciprocally all information calculat- 
ed to enlighten each other concern- 
ing their own intentions and those 
of other Powers. Should, however, 
the case arise that in the course of 
events the maintenance of the status 
quo in the territory of the Balkans 
or of the Ottoman coasts and islands 
in the Adriatic or Aegean Seas be- 
‘comes impossible and that, either in 
consequence of the action of a third 
Power or for any reason Austria- 
Hungary or Italy should be obliged 
to change the status quo for their 
part by a temporary or permanent 
occupation, such occupation would 
only take place after previous agree- 
ment between the two Powers which 
would be based on the principle of 
a reciprocal compensation for all 
territorial or other advantages that 
either of them might acquire over 
and above the existing status quo, 
and would have to satisfy the inter- 
ests and rightful claims of both par- 
tles.“ 

Austria Proke Agreement. 

Austria gave her ally no informa- 
tion as to her intention to. seize 
Bosnia-and Herzegovina. Italy learn- 


led of it only when Emperor Francis 


Joseph, in autograph letters to the 
rulers of Europe, formally announc- 
ed the annexation. Of all the powers, 
Russia was the only one to pro- 
test, but an open threat of war from 
Germany silenced even this, for Rus“ 
sia was not yet convalescent from 
the war with Japan. Italy was in 
no condition to protest, for she was 
not prepared to back/up a protest 
with force, especiallyy as this would 
have meant fighting Germany as 
weil as Austria. 

No “compensations” were offered 
to Italy. Turkey being the only na- 
tion to which a sop was thrown: To 
keep Turkey quiet Austria with- 
drew her troops from the Sanjak 
of Novibazar. Austria would not 
even discuss the matter with Italy, 
though Italy was Austria's ally. 

In spite of the terms of the clause 
just quoted, Austria persistently fo- 
mented troubles in the Balkans and 
contrived to obtain whatever she 
wanted there without. consulting 
Italy or offering any compensations. 
Thus the Kingdom of Albania was 
set up and a sovereign selected by 
Austria impoged upon it; thus was 


Montenegro compelled to give up 


Scutaria and Serbia to renounce an 
outlet upon the Adriatic; thus was 
the frontier between Serbia and 
Greece laid. out as Austria desired. 
In recounting this in a’ speech on 
Nov. 20, 1913, Count Berchtold, the 
Austro-Hungarian Chancellor, said: 
“We have carried out the essential 
part ot our program and safeguard- 
ed the peace of our monarchy.” 
Invasion Was Proposed. 

Two months after this seizure cf 
Bosnia and Herzegovina, just when 
the Messina earthquake had plunged 
all Italy into mourning, Gen. Conra] 
von Hoetsendorff, Chief of Staff of

the Imperial Cabine: and the General 
Staff; it was openly urged in the 
columns of the Armee Zeitung and 
other .semi-official Austrian news- 
papers. It probably would have been 
adopted had it not been for the in- 
dignant opposition of Count von 
Aerenthal, Chancellor of the empire, 
who absolutely refused to counte- 
nance such a wanton and unpro- 
voked attack upon Austria's ally. 
Gen. Conrad von MHoetzendorff 
was forced to resign, but he had 
the active support of the Crown 
Prince, Francis Ferdinand, and the 
latter had the backing of the Ger-

But the 
etory of how these provinces came to 
have a Slav majority and of the Aus- 
trian efforts to magnify the appar- 
ent size of this Slav population, 
makes the matter appear in a very 
different light. In 1866 these dis- 
tricts were Italian by race, by lan- 
guage and by tradition. If there were 
any doubt about this it would de set 
at regt by the fact that in the Aus 
trian laws regulating their Govern- 
ment they were officially called the 
“Italian districts.”

Outlines Causes of Mishaps 


TO ADVISE SAFETY COUNCIL

59 Accidents in 1916 Made 
Grand and Washington Most 
Dangerous Corner in St. Louis. 


Making the streets safe for pe- 
Gestrians in St. Louis and other 
cities in which the automobile is 
claiming thousands of victims each 
year, is a new activity of the Na- 
tional Safety Council. 

This organization did not receive 
its inspiration from St. Louis, but 
most of the practical plans for pro- 
tecting the public in the highways 
had theix origin in investigations 
made by Director of Streets and 
Sewers Halbert. 

At the annual m g of the na- 
tional council in New York a few 
days ago, Director Talbert was re- 
‘warded—he says inconvenienced— 
for his contribution of ideas by elec- 
tion as chairman of the Public 
Bafety Section of the organization. 
It will be Director Talbert’s business 

to discover and test methods of safe- 

guarding the man, woman and child 
in the street, and then publish these 
recipes for safety in bulletins issued 
by the national council. 

At first established as a clearing 
house for the exchange of plans and 
‘policies having for their object pure- 
ly industrial safety—that is, the pro- 
‘tection of workers in shops, mills, 
factories, mines and transportation 
industries—the national council a 
fe months ago decided to include 
‘in its program the prevention of ac- 
eldents in the streets. 

Soceenes of. Mishaps Studied. 
There was little trouble in bring- 
jing the operators of industries to 
see the advantages of safeguarding 
their workers. A mishap that orip- 
plec an operative or damaged prop- 
-erty had an equivalent in money, and 
it was a simple matter of arithme- 
tic to calculate the cost of obviating 
or reducing these accidents by the 
‘introduction of safety appliances and 
the education of workers in the care 
they owed to themselves. 

The users of the highways were 
not comprehended in this campaign 
and continued to suffer injury or 
‘death seemingly without remedy. 

Director of Streets and Sewers Tal- 
bert described to a Post-Dispatch re- 
‘porter some of the means that have 
deen devised to ascertain the cause 
‘of accidents tn the streets of St. Louis 
and apply the remedy. 

“For years the police department 
‘and the United Railways had kept a 
record of accidents in the streets— 
‘collisions between vehicles, between 
‘trolley cars and vehicles, and in- 
juries caused to persons in thfs way, 

sald Director Talbert. “Except as a 
‘catalogue of misfortune, this record 
nad little interest or value. 

It occurred to us to study the 
‘data and attempt to discover a rem- 
-edy by first determining the cause. 
We took a map of the city and be- 
gan to “distribute’ these accidents. 
We found that certain sections and 
‘particular intersections were the 
‘scenes of more accidents than other 
‘parts and corners. 

To Biggest Danger Spot. 

“We plotted our figures on the map 
to show the number of these danger 
spots. Then we looked for the 
In many cases it was ap- 
parent. Sometimes it was too little 
‘light, an abrupt turn in the street, 
A slippery pavement, lack of policing 


or peculiar topography. Very often, 
but not always, a heavy volume of 
traffic was an lanation. - 


“For examples we found that 
Grand and Washington avenues was 
the city’s most dangerous intersec- 
‘tion, Fifty-nine acidents occurred 


‘there in 1916, while at Grand avenue

H. Farris of ‘Rolla, ‘indicted with 


lice salary increase scandal. | 

The attempt has appeared lu- 
dicrous to persons informed regard- 
ing the legislative graft investiga- 
tion. Cummins never has appeared 
in the light of a witness against Far- 
ris, and the only detailed statement 
he ever has made regarding the ne- 
gotiations for the passage of the sal- 
ary increase. bill included a complete 
exoneration of Farris. It is for this 
reason and the belief of officials that 
Cummins had not made a correct 
statement that he was not permitted 
to testify before the grand jury in 
July. 


Statements Are Conflicting. 


Cummins has made several brief 
statements, and officials conducting 
the investigation have declared that 
his statements are contradictory and 
that if he ever should tell the com- 


plete story his value as a witness § 
would be negligible because of the 


conflicting statements he has made. 

There is much comment here 
about the failure of the Attorney- 
General to take before the special 
grand jury in session here evidence 
of legislative grafting which was 
gathered by the grand jury in St. 
Louis and by independent. investi- 
gators. It is known that the investi- 
gation in St. Louis showed that all 
trails of, grafting led to Jefferson 
City as the place where the law was 
violated and where indictments to be 
successful must be found. 

Although the Attorney-General or 
one of his assistants was in touch 
with the investigation, the Attorney- 
General when asked recently by a 
Post-Dispatch correspondent as to 
whether he intended to present any 
of the evidence to the Cole County 
grand jury, said that he didn’t know 
what he could present. 

“T don’t know what evidence I 
would take before the grand jury,” 
he said. “I haven’t had time to look 
over the evidence taken in St. Louis, 
but I shall try to do that soon, and 
then will determine whether there is 
anything for consideration here.“ 


Among the other bits of evidence 
which it is known was vollected dur- 
ing the investigation last summer, is 
an account of a meeting in a Jeffer- 
son City hotel between a representa- 
tive of the Missouri Optometry As- 
sociation and a lawyer, who was be- 
lieved to be a go-between for officers 
of the association and members of 
the Legislature. 

$500 Said to Have Disappeared. 

At this meeting, which was behind 
locked doors, the contents of a tin 
box, amounting to about $3250, 
which was to be paid in the event 
the optometry bill passed, \were 
being counted. The money was in 
packages of $500 each, with $250 
over the count was finished when 
sudenly the lawyer cocked his head 
to one side and in a low wisper said:

“The only ‘confession’ Cummins 
has made has had for its sole object 
an effort to shew that Chief of Po- 
lice Young was involved in the legis- 
lative scandal, and there has been no 
evidence corroborating Cummins’ 
statement about Young. Some offi- 
clals seern to have as their purpose a 
determination to ‘get Young.’ There 
is no evidence against Young besides 
that given by Cummins, and it would 
not be fair or honest to proceed 
against the Chief on the sole evi- 
dence of a man like Cummins. 


Jam satisfied that Frank's state- 
ment has been fully corroborated by 
other witnesses and the scheme of 
the politicians in this instance will 
fail. What would be more natural 
than that the influences which 
worked to save members of the Leg- 
islature should work to save the man 
who had done all in his power to 
help them? 

“As to the Cummin indictments, I 
will tell you no man will be indicted 
while I am Circuit Attorney on the 
testimony of one thief, or two, or 
three or four thieves. The indict- 
ment of Cummins was the result of a 
corroboration of Frank's story ob- 
tained from witnesses who bear good 
reputations and who cannot Be im- 
peached.”

The St. Louis Health Department, 
after observations extending over 
about five months, has concluded 
that a majority of dog bites n 
no danger that the person bitten 
will develop hydrophobia symptoms 
and that the traditional mad dog“ 
which froths at the mouth and snaps 
at everyone within reach is ex- 
tremely rare. 7 

At the instance of the department, 
the Board of Aldermen last spring 
passed an ordinance providing that

In this type of rabies the poisofi is 
in the dog’s saliva and it can com- 
municate it if it licks a hand on 
which there is a scratch or sore. 
Shaffer said he had found that the 
bite of a healthy dog is no more dan- 
gerous than any other wound and 
that there is no danger that a person 
bitten by a dog will develop hydro- 
phobia if the dog remains alive 10 
days after biting. A dog which has 
“dumb rabies” dies in three to five 
days after the symptoms are first ob- 
served.

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the owner of a dog officially report- 
ed to have bitten anyone must turn 
the dog over to the City Marshal, to 
be kept under expert observation at 
the city dog pounds for 10 days. 

In compliance with this law an 
average of about 40 dogs a week are 
under observation. F. W. Shaffer, 
City Veterinarian, yesterday said 
that in a great majority of cases the 
dogs were found to be in normal 
condition and not affected with 
rabies, and that no cases of violent 
hydrophobia had been observed. 

Two Varieties of Disease. 

At the same time the veterinarian 
pointed out that violence, a tendency 
to bite and a fear of water are not 
always attendant on canine rabies, 
as there is a distinct type of the dis- 
ease known to experts as ‘dumb ra- 
bies.” This, he said, is more dan- 
gerous than the violent type, as it is 
less easily recognized by the dog’a 
owner. 

A dog afflicted with “dumb ra- 
biee according to Health Depart- 
ment experts, never tries to bite and 
in fact is unable to do 80, as the low- 
er jaw becomes paralyzed. | 

The first symptom of this disease, | 
Shaffer said, is that the dog seeks 
human companionship and seems to 
be trying to indicate that something 
is the matter. This is followed by 
a loss of appetite. It drinks littie

LONDON, Sept. 22.— Heavy fight- 
ing was in progress all day south of 
the Ypres-Menin road, according to 
the official report from British head- 
quarters in France tonight. Strong 
German counter attacks were re- 
pulsed, but in one section the British 
advanced troops were compelled to 
retire slightly. : 


Shortly after 8 o'clock last night 
| the Germans launched strong coun- 
ter attacks on a mile and a half front 
astride the Ypres-Menin road, along 
the Brittish defenses east of Iverness 
Copse and Dumbarton Lakes. The 
fighting here was severe and at lat- 
est reports was still raging on the 
right in the neighborhood of Tower 
Hamlets, which have been the scene 
of almost continuous strife since the 
offensive began. On the left of this 
Attack the British line was reported 
to be intact, but no news had been 
received about the situation on the 
right up to the time of the sending 
of this dispatch. 

A hostile counter attack east of 
Langemarck was shattered by the 
British artillery, and in the same 
section the British improved their 
positions in the neighborhood of 
Schuler Farm. When the advance 
began on Thursday the British pur- 
posely pushed by on both sides of a 
German redoubt at Schuler Farm 
and left it in a pocket. This was be- 
cause of the marshy nature of the 
ground around it, which made in- 
fantry work difficult.

PRODUCERS OBJECT 
TO CRITICISM BY

Before the Producers’ Executive 
committee wen into executive ses- 
sion at the East St. Louis City Hall 
yesterday forenoon they expressed 
their indignation at the unfair ad- 
vantage which they said had been 
taken of them by the distributers 
and the criticism to which they had 
been subjected by the public, which 
did not understand the situation. 

H. J. Schultz of Shipman, acting 
as spokesman for a group, told a 
Post-Dispatch reporter that under 
the sliding scale contract between 
the producers and distributers, the 
producers received during the last 
six months an average of only $1.80 
per hundred pounds. They re- 
ceived $1.90 in April, $1.30 in May 
and June, $2.10 in July and $2.20 
in August and September. 

The average cost ta the distrib- 
uters for the six months, including 
freight, was 4% cents a quart. The 
retail price, he said, did not follow 
the fluctuations of the wholesale 
price. He declared that when the 
distributers were getting it at $1.30 
they charged the same, 11 cents a 
quart, as when they were paying 
$2.20 for it. 

In May and June, he said, the 
most milk was produced and the 
distributers purchased it at the low 
price in effect during those months 
and kept it in cold storage for a 
month, which enabled them to cur- 
tail their purchases when the pro- 
ducers’ price advanced. They also

guard officers. Indignation at the 
proposal is running high in all quar- 
ters where the situation as reported 
in advices received here yesterday is 
known. 
Scores of Protests Made. 
Scores of telegrams to persons in 
influential positions in Washington 
from prominent citizens of Nevada, 
protesting against the proposed ar- 
rangement, are said to have gone for- 
ward last night and today. It was 
said tonight that the plan was being 
taken up by men of prominence in 
other sections of the State. The tele- 
grams request that the Secretary of 
War be urged to require Gen. Wright 
to rescind his order, if an order has 
been formally issued. 


It is pointed out that if the change 
proposed by Gen. Wright takes place, 
the preference in nearly every phase 
of the consolidation is likely to go to 
the Kansas organizations, although 
Missouri is giving twice as many men 
and a large number of officers who 
are acknowledged to be among the 
best of their rank in the country. The 
change would force many of the 
ablest officers of the Missouri guard, 
who have given practically their en- 
tire lives to the service, into the de- 
tached list, with little hope of getting 
active commands, it is said. 

Guardsmen Demoralized. 

In their allegation that the ar- 
rangement aims directly. at the life 
of the Missouri guard organization, 
some of those who are protesting re- 
call that there has been evidence in 
the past of discrimination against 
Missouri on the part of army men. 
Although this state gave more than 
its quota of volunteers to the reg-

Platoon to Be the Operating Unit, and Troops 
Will Be Equipped With Trench Knives 
and Automatic ‘Rifles.

WASHINGTON, Sept. 
‘hand-to-hand character of modern 
trench warfare is sharply illustrated 
to detailed tables of organization for 
American overseas infantry units 
made public today by the War De- 
partment. Only a few years ago the 
wise men of all armies predicted that 
because of high-powered, long-range 
artillery and rifles, and automatic 
and machine guns, troops would nev- 
er come to actual grips. The com- 
plete reorganization of the whole in- 
fantry service outlined in the new ta- 
bles, however, is based on tho proven 
fact that the battle will be @ecided 
by the foot soldiers, fighting breast 
to breast with bombs, bayonets and 
knives. 
Included in the equipment of 
American regiments which enter the 
trenches are trench knives,” one of 
the most up-to-date developments of 
European battlefields. In addition, 
each infantry division will have 414 
machine guns. Less than two years 
ago the American army had not 
more than 1200 of these weapons 
for its entire active and reserve 
stock. 


a way that no other army engaged 
in the war has been able to provide. 
Every lesson learned by th? allies has 
been adapted promptly and the over- 
seas units will be supplied with ev- 
ery weapon found useful. 

The tables published today fix an 
infantry platoon as the operating 
unit. It will be composed of 58 en- 
listed men under a Lieutenant. The 
old days of the solid company ranks 
of men with rifles on their shoulders 
and bayonets at their belt are gone. 
In each platoon there will be a sec- 
tion of 22 bombers and rifle gren- 
adiers, two sections of 24 riflemen 
—all of them trained marksmen and 
the only survival of the old infantry- 
man—and one section of 11 automo- 
bile riflemen who will handle the 
light machine guns or the automatic 
shoulder rifles that may be devel- 
oped. 

This means that there will be four

American troops will enter the 
trenches equipped and organized in 


light machine guns on the line for 
every 60 men, backed by the regi- 
mental and divisional machine gun 
battalions and companies armed with 
the heavy, water cooled weapons that 
are the real first line of defenses in 
trench warfare. 

The use of trench knives supple- 
ments the old rifle and bayonet for 
40 men in each company of 250. 
These terrible weapons are long. 
keen knives, with heavy metal hilts, 
worn strapped to the left arm and 
are made for use in trench raids by 
men who cannot be encumbered with 
rifles and bayonets because of their 
special duties. 


Each company of an infantry 
regiment will have four of these 
typical platoons and each regiment 
will have 103 officers and 3,652 men, 
one section of the headquarters 
company being armed with three 
one-pounder gung. Each regimental 
machine gun company will carry 12 
heavy guns and four reserve weap- 
ons. 


The headquarters company will be 
largest unit in the regiment, having 
seven officers and 294 men. In ad- 
dition to the one-pounder section 
there will be a signal platoon witha 
special trench telephone detachment, 
a sappers’ and bombers’ section and 
a platoon of pioneers for regimental 
engineering work. 

The strength of the tactical unit, 
the infantry division has undergone 
a change, having been increased 
from 19,000, the old typical 
European division, to 27,152 men of 
all arms. Its structure remains the 
same with four infantry regiments 
divided into two brigades, an artil- 
lery brigade of three regiments, and 
a trench mortar battery, a regiment 
of engineers, a field signal battalion 
and the headqyarters, ammunition, 
supply, engineer and sanitary trains. 
In the divisional and battalion or- 
ganizations also provisions is also 
made for an additional heavy ma- 
chine gun battalion, making a total 
of 14 machine gun companies of this 
type to the division, or 168 active 
and 56 spare guns.

Capt. Jones followed with a re- 
cital of the results ascertained by 
the exhaustive tests he has been con- 
ducting in New York City with a 
pistol which is the exact counterpart 
of the one belonging to Means and 
with which Mrs. King was killed. He 
told Clement that he had been able 
to demonstrate by these tests that 
it was an absolute physical impos- 
sibility for Mrs. King to have in- 
flicted upon herself the wound from 
which she died with a pistol held in 
her own hand.” 


Dr. Schultez followed with testi- 
mony that was fully as significant 
These two experts were able to dem- 
onstrate to Clements’ satisfaction 
that Mrs. King could not have killed 
herself the way she was killed, even 
if she had planned to do so de- 
liberately. 

Capt. Jones told Clement that the 
revolver with which she was mur- 
dered must have been held at least 
one foot away from the wound, and 
then followed actual demonstration 
that she could not have held a pistol 
one foot away and inflicted the 
wound that was found. The police 
officer gave it as his judgment that 
the person holding the pistol fired on 
Mrs. King from a distance of prob- 
ably three and one-half feet. 

Just the Evidence Needed? 

The evidence furnished by the 
New York officials was of just the 
sort needed by the North Carolina 
solicitor to convince him that mur- 
der has been committed, and by 
Gaston Means.

ARGENTINA SENDS ULTIMATUM 
TO THE GERMAN GOVERNMENT 


Note Demands Formal Statement of 
Its Attitude Toward Behavior 

of Luxburg. 
BUENOS AIRES, Sept. 22.—The 
Argentine Government today sent an 
Ultimatum to Germany. 
In its note the Government de- 
mands a formal statement from the 
German Government of its attitude 
toward the behavior of its Minister, 
Count von Luxburg, and a repetition 
of the promises made respecting Ar- 
gentine shipping in connection with 
the Toro settlement. 
The Argentine Foreign Minister 
made a statement in the Chamber of 
Deputies today regarding the situa- 
tion, and it was understood that the 
Radicals had prepared a resolution 
which they intended to introduce, 
declaring a state of war already ex- 
isted with Germany. According to 
the Foreign Office, if the German 
Government’s reported appreciation 
of Von Lu:cburg is confirmed, Argen- 
tina will consider it an insult and 
declare war immediately. 
A declaration of war would result 
in a shakeup in the Government, sev- 
eral of the Ministers maintaining 
that no cause for war exists. A great 
mass meeting was held today and 
there was a call for an immediate 
break with Germany.

CASHIER PLEADS GUILTY TO 
CHARGE OF EMBEZZLEMENT 


Former Employe of Hermann (Mo.)

August Begemann Jr., former 
cashier of the Farmers’ and Mer- 
chants’ Bank of Hermann, Mo., 80 
miles west of St. Louis, pleaded 
guilty before Circuit Judge Breuer 
at Hermann yesterday afternoon to 
the charge of embezzlement of the 
bank’s funds, and was sentenced to 
the penitentiary for two years. A 
petition for a parole, signed by most 
of the business men of Hermann, ex- 
cept the president and directors ot 
the bank, was denied by the Judge, 
and arrangements were made to take 
Begemann to the penitentiary at

Begemann’s shortage as cashier, 
which was discovered last April, was 
estimated at $32,000. Of this amount,

his position. toward it should 
never lead. him into tempta- 
tian to cut short the benefits of 
peace unless war were a neces- 
sity, forced on us by an attack 
on the empire or its allies. 


Denies Blame for War. 


“The German army should 
safeguard peace for us and 
should peace, nevertheless, be 
broken, it would be in a posi- 
tion to win it with honor. The 
Kaiser has, by his acts, ful- 
filled the promise he then made 
in 26 years of happy rule, de- 
spite provocations and tempta- 
tions. 


In the crisis which led to the 
present world conflagration his 
majestly’s efforts were up to 
the last moment directed to- 
wards settling the conflict by 
peaceful rmieans. After the war 
had broken out, against his wish 
and desire, the Kaiser, in con- 
junction with his high allies, 
was the first solemnly to declare 
his readiness to enter into peace 
negotiations. The German peo- 
ple suported his majesty in his 
keen desire for peace. 

“Germany sought within her 
national frontier the free devel- 
opment of her spiritual and ma- 
terial posessions and outside the 
imperial territory unhindered 
competition with nations enjoy- 
ing equal rights and equal es- 
teem. The free play of forces in 
the world in peacable wrestling 
with one another would lead to 
the highest perfecting on the 
noblest human possessions. Dis- 
astrous concatenation of events 
in the year. 1914 absolutely 

broke off all hopeful course of 
development and transformed 
Europe into a bloody battle 
arena. 

“Appreciating the importance 
of his holiness’ .declaration, the 
imperial Government has not 
failed to submit the suggestion 
contained therein to earnest and 
scrupulous examination. Special 
measures which the Government 
has taken in closest contact with 
representatives of the German 
people for discussing and an- 
swering the questions raised 
prove how earnest it desires, in 
accordance with his holiness’ de- 
sires and the peace resolution of 
the Reichstag on July 19, to find 
a practical basis for a just and 
lasting peace. 


For Limitation of Arms. 


“The imperial Government 
greets with special sympathy the 
leading idea of the peace appeal 
wherein his holiness clearly ex- 
presses the conviction that in the 
future the material power of 
arms must be superseded by the 
moral power of right. We are 
also convinced that the sick body 
of human society can be healed 
only by fortifying its moral 
strength of right. From this 
would follow, according to his 
holiness’ view, the simultaneous 
diminution of the armed forces 
of all statés and the institution 
of obligatory arbitration for in- 
ternational disputes. 


“We share his holiness’ view 
that definite rules and a certain 
safeguard for a simultaneous 
and reciprocal limitation of 
armaments on land, on sea and 
in the air, as well as for the true 
freedom of the community and 
high seas, are the things, in 
treating which the new spirit 
that in the future should prevail 
in international relations. should 
find first hopeful expression. The 
task would then of itself arise to 
decide international differences 
of opinion, not by the use of 
armed forces, but by peaceful 
*methods, especially by arbitra- 
tion, whose high peace-produc- 
ing effect we, together with his 
holiness, fully recognize. 


“The Imperial Government will 
in this respect support every pro- 
posal compatible with the vital 
interests of the German Empire, 
and people. 


“Germany, owing to her geo- 
graphical situation and economic 
requirements, has to rely on 
peaceful intercourse with her 
neighbors and with distant coun- 
tries. No people therefore have 
more reason than the German 
people to wish that instead of 
universal hatred and battle that 
a conciliatory fraternal spirit 
should prevail between nations. 


Must Satisfy All Nations. 

“If the nations are guided by 
this spirit it will be recognized | 
to their advantage that the im- 
portant thing is to lay more 
stress upon what unites them in 
their relations. They will also 
succeed in settling individual 
points of conflict which are. still 
undecided, in such a way that 
conditions of existence will be 
created which will be satisfac- | 
tory to every nation and thereby 
a repetition of this great world 
catastrophe would appear im- 
possible. 


“Only on this condition can a 
lasting peace, be founded which 
would promote an intellectual 
rapprochement and a return to 
the economic prosperity of hu- 
man society. This serious and 
sincere conviction encourages

ligerent states with the noble 
intention of leading the heavily 
tried nations to a unity that will 

restore peace to them. 

With a thankful heart we re- 

: ceived the fresh gift of fatherly 
care which you, Loly Father, 
always bestow on all peoples 
without distinction and from the 
depth of our heart we greet the 
moving exhortation which Your 
- Holiness has addressed to the 
governments of the belligerent 
peoples. During this cruel war 
we have always looked up to 
Your Holiness as to the highest 
personage, who, in virtue of his 
mission, which reaches beyond 
earthy things, and, thanks to 
the high conception of his du- 
ties laid upon him, stands high 
above the belligerent peoples, 
and who is inaccessible to all 
influences, was able to find a 
way which may lead to the re- 
alization of our own desire for 
peace, lasting and honorable for 
all parties. 


“Since ascending to the 
throne of our ancestors, and 
fully conscious of the responsi- 
bility which we bear before God 
and men for the fate of the 
Austro-Hungarian monarchy, 
we have never lost sight of the 
high aim of restoring to our 
peoples as speedily as possible 
the blessings of peace. Soon 
after our accession to the throne 
it was vouchsafed us in com- 
mon with our allies to under- 
take a step which had been con- 
sidered and prepared by our ex- 
alted predecessor, Francis o- 
seph, to pave the wa yfor a last- 
ing and honorable peace. 


Refers to Speench From Throne. 


We gave expression to this 
desire in a speech from the 
throne delivered at the opening 
of the Austrian Reichsrath, 
thereby showing that we are 
striving after a peace that shall 
free the future life of the nation 
from rancor and a thirst for re- 
venge and that shall secure them 
for generations to come from the 
employment of armed forces. 


Our joint Government has in the

We, too, are imbued with the 
hope that a strengthening of the 
sense of right would morally re- 
generate humanity. We support, 
therefore, your holiness’ view 
that the negotiations between 
the belligerents should and could 
lead to an understanding by 
which, with the creation of ap- 
propriate guarantees, armaments 
on land and sea and in the air 
might be reduced simultaneously, 
reciprocally and gradually to a 
fixed limit, and whereby the high 
seas, which rightly. belong to all 
the nations of the earth, may be 
freed from domination or para- 
mountcy and be opened equally 
for the use of all. 

Prepared to Enter Negotiations. 

“Fully conscious of the im- 
portance of the promotion of 
peace on the method proposed 
your holiness, namely, to sub- 
mit international disputes to 
compulsory arbitration we are 
so prepared to enter into nego- 
tiations regarding this proposal. 

“If, as we most hearily desire, 
agreements should be arrived at 
between the belligerents which 
would realize this sublime idea 
and thereby give security to the 
Austro-Hungarian monarchy for 
its unhampered future develop- 
ment, it can then not be difficult 
to find a satisfactory solution of 
the other questions which still 
remain to be settled between the 
belligerents in a spirit of justice 
and of a reasonable considera- 
tion of the conditions for exist- 
ence of both parties.

Sales sta- 
cistics shows that these cars have 
been built and are sold at the rate 
of approximately 23,600 cars' a year. 

This record stands out prominently 
as an indication of the reception 
which motorists universally have 
given to Saxon and which they are 
continuing to give. At present, with 
the factory running at top speed, 
there are 1000 orders at the plant 
which have not been filled and daily 
requests for Saxons are coming in 
numbers that keep the unfilled or- 
ders near this mark although every 
effort is being made to supply the 
demand for cars. 

Saxon now ranks among the first 
10 motor car companies along with 
those that have been in business 
since the earliest days of the indus- 
try. In a number of states, the li- 
cense records show Saxon to be way 
up in the list of different makes, 
which have the largest representa- 
tions in the State. In California, 
Saxon stood sixth last year, a posi- 
tion that was attained the year be- 
fore when Saxon came from thirty- 
wecond position to sixth in 12 months. 

Since the Saxon Motor Car Corpor- 
ation has started it hag earned: its 
original capitalization 13 times over. 
In less than four years Saxon has 
come from an idea to a huge organ- 
ization covering the entire country 
and extending into foreign lands.

Few are the patentable features of 
any automobile motor. That is why 
automobile engineering is largely a 
matter of picking and choosing from 
among the scores of ways of accom- 
plishing the same results. 

But à peculiarity in the design of 
the eight-cylinder motor in the Olds- 
mobile, a design known as the “ver- 
tical split,” was found to be patent- 
able. As à consequence the Oldsmo- 
bile manufacturers are enabled to of- 
fer motor car buyers an engine not 
open to general- copying. 

One of the main difficulties barri- 
cading the path to perfection in eight- 
cylinder engine design was a compli- 
cation of parts. The Oldsmobile en- 
gineering department instead of di- 
viding the cylinder blocks horizon- 
tally discovered that a vertical di- 
vision could be made in such a way 
that a V-shaped eight-cylinder motor 
could be assemtled more quickly, 
more simply, and with fewer parts 
than a pair of fours. The two blocks, 
containing four cylinders each, and 
the crankcase are made in only two 
castings. 

The right-hand block includes 
cylinders, half the crankcase 
solidly suports the crankshaft and 
camshakt. The left hand block is 
“blank;” that is it includes four cyl- 
inders and half the crankcase, but it 
bears none of the strains of crank- 
shaft or camshaft.

WHAT TO FEED POULTRY 
IMPORTANT STUDY NOW 


Choice Must Be Guided by Cost 
as Well as by What Is 
Best for Fowls. 


This is a time for unusually care- 
ful study of the poultry pusiness. 
There must be study of the fowls 
| themselves, of the labor of caring for 


them; of marketing eggs and fcwls, 
and most of all, of breeding. 

In normal times we consider only 
what is reaiiy best for the fcwls 
but we now must be influenced in 
choice of feeds by their roost as well. 
Wheat and corn are high in price and 
should also be conserved because of 
their comparative scarcity. But the 
ghould still find some place in the 
poultry ration. Wheat bran may be 
fed. It is excellent food and is not 
so high in price relatively as some 
other foods. 

There should be an increase in the 
green stuff fed, and a good supply of 
this should be provided. Oats are 
high, but they can be fed profitably. 
Meat meal has not advanced so rap- 
idly in most markets as some other 
foods, and its use may be extended. 
The coming winter will be a good 
time to have on hand a good suppty 
of green alfalfa hay bales. If one ‘s 
on a farm, skim milk can be fed t as 
good advantage as at any previous 
time. It is an excellent food for 
growth and for eggs. 

While food for fowls is high, poul- 
try products, especially eggs, are 
high and will continue to be so. It is 
a patriotic duty for most of us who 
have poultry to stay with the tusi- 
ness, to do our best with it, and sorge 
of us are going to make more profit 
out of it than in normal times. 


TWELFTH ANNUAL EXHIBIT OF 
PAINTINGS BY AMERICAN ARTISTS 


Reception at Art Museum Opens Dis- 
play—15 St. Louisans Among 
Exhibitors. 


The City Art Museum’s twelfth an- 
nual exhibition of paintings by 
American artists opened last night 
with a reception at the museum, 
which was attended by about 600 
guests. There were 207 paintings in 
the collection, which filled seven gal- 
leries. Among these 15 St. Louis 
painters contributed 23 pictures. 


Among the guests at the recep- 
tion were the three judges who se- 
lected the successful paintings 
among those submitted, Childe Has- 
sam of New York, John F. Carlson 
of Woodstock, N. Y., and Edmund H. 
Wuerpel of St. Louis. All of 8 
paintings, with one or two excep- 
tions, were the work of living Ameri- 
can artists, and most of them had 
never been exhibited here before. 


An innovation introduced in this 
ycar’s display was that, instead of 
selecting paintings already exhibited 
und inviting their authors to contri- 
tute the pictures chosen, all artists 
in the country were asked to submit 
recént works to a committee of 
judges, who decided whether the en- 
tries should be admitted. In all 225 
pictures were submitted, covering a 
geographical -range from Maine to 
Texas and New Mexico, and from 
Kentucky to California. 


Under the old system, most of the 
picttres sent here had been exhibited 
the previous season in the East, and 
Fad been seen by many St. Loulsans. 
Thus the exhibitions lost something 
ci the interest of a contemporary 
show. Also, the tendency was for 
the same artists to be represented 
year after year. Under the present 
p'an, numbers of new artists have 
won admittance, and the majority of 
the paintings are novelties here. A 
few pictures were solicited because 
it was not certain at first that the 
jury plan would elicit enough entries 
to form a representative display. Ex- 
rerts at the museum declare that the 
plan. adopted this year did not di- 
minish materially the artistic quality 
cf the annual exhibitions.

EXPENSE OF FEED FOR 
PRODUCTION OF EGGS 


Results of U. S. Department of 
Agriculture Experiment at 
Government Farm. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 22.— The 
United States Department of Agri-/| ar 
culture has issued a statement on 
the feed cost of producing eggs, as 
shown from the reccrds of experi- 
ments on the Government farm at 
Reltsville, Md., in the last year. 
iMven with the high price of grains, 
the cost has been considerably low- 
or than the price received for near- 
by fresh eggs. 

Leghorn pullets ate an average of 
4.8 pounds of feed in producing 4% 
dozen eggs. The feed costs on an 
average of 12.9 cents per dozen eggs 
produced by the flock. The cost of 
feed per dozen eggs varied from 
9.2 cents in July to 41.4 cents in 
November, when, during the molt- 
ing season, the flock continued to 
eut, but, of course, produced few- 
est eggs. 

Leghorn yearling hens ate on-an 
average 5.5 pounds of feed per doz- 
en eggs produced. The average cost 
of feed per dozen eggs produced 
by the flock was 14 cents. 

The genéral-purpose breeds ate 
considerably more feed than the 
lesshorns, the pullets consuming an 
average of 6.7 pounds of feed and 
the yearling hens 9.6 pounds in the 
production of a dozen eggs. Theo 
feed cost averaged 16.78 cents per 
dozen eggs for the pullets, varying 
from 11.7 to 28.9 cents; and for the 
yearlings averaged 24.5 cents, rang- 
ing from 13.9 to $1.3 cents.

It would be merely another instance—but one on a scale of vast histor- 
ical importance—of the superior deadliness of the female of the species 
should it be proved, as unanimous testimony indicates, that Mme. Sukhom- 
linoff’s exaction from her husband, a relatively poor man, of an expendi- 
ture of 100,000 rubles, or about $75,000, a year, caused millions of Russians 
to be sold into death and captivity, wrecked the cause of the allies in the 
East, postponed the defeat of Germany to an indefinite period, turned Ber- 


lin's dream of Mitteleuropa“ into an actuality, and 
finally made it necessary for the United States 
to enter the war, at a prospective cost of scores of 
thousands of lives and billions of dollars, if Ger- 
many was to be prevented from dominating the 
world. 

Such are the amazing conclusions to be drawn 
from the evidence given at the trial of Sukhomlinoff 
for high treason at Petrograd, his wife having been 
indicted as his accomplice. She vanished from Rus- 
sian ken at the first hint of exposure, and her 
whereabouts are unknown, it is 
said, to the Petrograd authorities. 

There will be little attempt to 
palliate Sukhomlinoff’s crimes, as 
written in the indictment, after 
one reviews their singularly infa- 
mous effects. It will be recalled 
that in the fall of 1914, while the 
German onslaught on France was 
being repulsed at the Marne, a 
great Russian army invaded the 
Austrian province of Galicia and 
for several months swept on from 
victory to victory. Tarnopal, Halicz 
and the capital, Lemberg, fell; 
German offensives against Warsaw were 
beaten off; Paroslav was captured and 
Przemysl, placed under siege, surrendered in 
March, 1915. At this moment the allies were 
at the highest tide of success as yet attained 
during the war: in the west the German 
hordes were held at the Aisne, and in the east 
Russia had sent Austria reeling, with every 
promise of putting Germany’s strongest ally 
permanently out of the war, and thus severing 
Berlin forever from Turkey and the Balkans. 
The Russians began triumphantly bursting 


Hungary. 

But suddenly, in April, there fell upon the 
allied cause what was without exception the 
most terrible reverse it has yet suffered. Hin- 
denburg and Mackensen hurled themselves 
against the Russians. Contrary to all expecta- 
tions, the Slavs were so overwhelmingly 
routed that for several months they were un- 
able to make a stand; they lost in quick suc- 
cession Przemysl and Lemberg; Courland was 
overrun and Warsaw was taken in August. 
Kovno, Brest-Litovsk and Grodno fell within 
a month. 

It was not until autumn that the Russians 
were finally able to hold their lines from Riga 
to Galicia. In the meantime, the Russian 
losses in “this most disastrous campaign in all 
history” were 1,200,000 men killed and wound- 
ed, 900,000 prisoners and 65,000 square miles 
of territory abandoned to the enemy. 

The world was at first inclined to attribute 
this astounding success of the German arms 
to superior generalship and quality of troops. 
Now it is known that the victory was bought 
by the Germans, and that the ammunition in 
which they placed their chief reliance was of 
gold, not steel. Owing to their bribes, the 
Prussians, with their mighty artillery, had 
only unarmed men to fight. 

At Sukhomlinoff’s trial, the former chief of 
the General Staff, Gen. Yanushevich, horri-

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22 means of a traitorous underground. 
They blew up munition factories, 
burned crops, destroyed depots of 


stores and wrecked railroad equipment; they wormed themselves into the 
staffs of the armies; German officers got command of Russian regiments. 

The result was that every Russian offensive or local undertaking was 
known to the Germans in advance. Officers in German sectors to be 
brought under attack knew beforehand just how many men were to be 
launched against them. They were able to make thorough and leisurely 
preparations, No wonder, under such circumstances, that the Russian cam- 
paigns were attended with such frightful loss of life as to stagger the 
imagination. With every card stacked’ against him, the Russian common 


soldier never had a chance. The German spy at Russian headquarters 
maneuvered him with deadly precision into the bitterest artillery fire, 
and sent him to charge positions fully warned and prepared for the 
attack. He was left to confront modern field pieces and machine guns 
with rifles, clubs and bare hands! Yet the Russian peasant fought 
heroically, though butchered before and stabbed behind; he fought un- 
ceasingly and uncomplainingly, though supposed friends destroyed his 
food and medical supplies and the Government sent him no ammuni- 
tion. He fought on through such appalling waste of numbers as 
would have shaken the morale of Napoleon's Guards. 

It can scarcely be believed of human nature, vile as it has often

shown itself to be, that the man personally 
and individually responsible for sending his 
own countrymen by hundreds of thousands 
unarmed to the massacre, was precisely the 
one charged with the care of the army, Suk- 
homlinoff, Minister of War. But that such 
was the fact a cloud of witnesses have sworn 
under oath. 

M. Rodzianko, President of the Duma, de- 
posed that even before the war patriotic men 
suspected Sukhomlinoff. They did not credit 
his ‘assertions that the army was in a high 
state of preparedness; and saw with alarm 
that as soon as he became Minister of War in 
1909 he promptly suppressed the various coun- 
cils that had been created for organizing the 
national defense. Yet nothing could be done 
against the all-powerful favorite of the Czar. 

As early as March, 1915, Grand Duke Nich- 
olas, who commanded the Russian armies in 
Galicia, reported that, under the conditions, 
a continuation of the war would be impos- 
sible. Rodzianko hastened to the front, and 
says that “What I saw there filled me with 
terror.“ He returned to Petrograd and through 
the zemstvos attempted to stimulate all over 
the country the production of munitions and 
provisions. 

“Sukhomlinoff at first feigned great inter- 
est,” testified the President of the Duma, “but 
soon he began to organize a systematic re- 
sistance to the efforts of the Deputies for a 
betterment of conditions. This opposition in- 
tensified the terrible condition of the army, 
which found itself compelled to fight without 
arms. I affirm that the responsibility for 
the enormous losses we suffered during the re- 
treat falls entirely upon Sukhomlinoff.” 

As the disaster was proceeding unchecked, 
the Duma appointed a committee on defense 
to investigate, and it placed the culpability 
squarely at the War Minister's door. It 
charged that he was the architect of Russia’s 
defeat; that he sent the armies to disasters - 
which he had planned by contriving to with- 
hold ammunition at the critical moment; that 
he communicated to German agents the plans 
of campaign and other military secrets, in- 
cluding not only the Russian plans, but every- 
thing he learned in his official capacity con- 
cerning the plans of the allies. The Czar 
trusted him blindly, and he further served Ger- 


many by keeping from the monarch all those . 


who sought to warn him of Russia’s danger. 
As the result of this exposure, SokHomlinoff 
was compelled to resign in June, 1915, but so 
strong was his influence with the Czar and 
the Grand Dukes that any further punish-

There 
stand the representatives of England, France, Russia, 
Italy. Take their statements of what they need and add 
them together, and you have a total far in excess of the 
total supply shown by the statement in Judge Lovett's 
hands. What does Judge Lovett do. He is the master 
of the situation—made so in the public interest. He sits 
at his table and he studies the demands for steel and 
then he doles out the supply, so much for this, so much 
for that. Few get enough. They get what Judge Lovétt 


thinks they can do with, if they exercise rigid economy. 


“Do I have to tell you that it is the duty of every 
man about to undertake something calling for steel, to 
stop and ask himself: ‘Will this help win the war?’ I 
do not have to explain to you that it is the duty of every 
American to do all in his power to relieve the demands 
which are being presented to Judge Lovett.

number a bureau was established in 
Rome for the purpose of restoring 
lost men to their families—The Pope 
reads all this mail personally; and 
one letter was from his sister, seeking 
news of her missing son.

LEASE, Holy Father, find my husband.” 
Just these words, no name and no 
address, were contained in a letter to 
Pope Benedict. Obviously it was from 
the wife of a soldier in one of the armies 
engaged in the great European war, and 
while the language gave a clew to the 
nationality of the missing man, that was as far as one 
could go in searching for him. The brief missive spoke 
volumes of the depth of anguish which just one woman 
was suffering. 

It was letters such ag this, though more informative, 
which began coming to the Vatican in the early days 
of the war, that caused the Pope personally to organize 
a bureau of which but little heretofore has been known. 
It is the “Uffizio Provvisario per informazioni sui prigi- 
oneri de guerra,” or Provisionary Office for Information 
Concerninig Prisoners of War. From a crying need of the 
moment it hag grown, since 1914, to an organization of 
imposing proportions, with ramifications into all of the 
warring countries of Europe and some of the neutrals. 

The service which can be rendered relatives of sol- 
diers in the field by such an organization is apparent. 
The War Offices of the belligerents could not if they 
would concern themselves with supplying informetion 
other than that contained in the official lists of “killed, 
wounded and missing.” When the last-named list is 
published, that is as far as the soldier's Government 
goes; it does not inquire, save superficially, into whether 
the missing man is killed, wounded or a prisoner, Here 
is where the work of the Government ends and that of 
the Vatican begins, 

“I could more easily bear to hear news of his death,” 
said an Irish mother to a correspondent in 1916. She 
had two song in the British army. One of them had been 
killed and the other had been reported as missing. The 
grief over the loss of the one son she had overcome; but 
the suspense over the fate of the other almost had un- 
hinged her mind. 80 it is in all families who have sons, 
husbands, fathers or brothers at the front. The un- 
certainty as to whether the soldier is living or dead is 
maddening, a prolonging into weeks of that brief agony 
which would be theirs if they knew he had been killed. 

These sufferers soon learned that appeal to their Gov- 
ernments was futile. Therefore, many of them turned 


to the Vatican, and immediately after the first battles . 


of the war were fought letters addressed to the Pope 
personally began coming in in goodly numbers. -The 
Pope read each of them personally and at first passed 
them on to the ordinary employes of his Secretary of 
State to be dealt with. But with the progress of the 
war the labors arising from these incessant and increas- 
ing inquiries became so great that the persons appoint- 
ed to handle them were unable to perform their usual 
official work. 

Now the visitor to the Vatican, should he ascend the 
great marble staircase leading from the bronze doors 
to the courtyard of St. Damascus, would be met by two 
papal guards, who would ask him his business. Should 
it bear any relation to the new department he would 
be shown into a little room close at hand—the Bureau 
of the Provisionary Office. Here two other papal guards 
are on duty to answer questions, give information and 
fill in a form with requests. If the business is of an im- 
portant, urgent personal nature, he would be conducted 
up another staircase to the highest story of the Vatican 
and ushered into the Provisional Office. 

Here is a suite of three rooms, whose windows overlook 
a large expanse of Rome and receive floods of sunlight 
during many hours of the day. The walls of the rooms 
are lined with cupboards containing many drawers, and 
in the center of the floor stand long tables covered with 
green cloth. At these tables sit some 20 secretaries— 


ecclesiastics, religious and laymen—constantly employed. 


in writing letters, answering personal questions, writing 
down facts and classifying information. 

In the event that a letter of inquiry has contained 
fairly complete information concerning the missing man 
—his name, age, regiment, rank and the battle in which 
he was last seen—these details are immediately noted 
down in the ledger corresponding to the initial of his 
rame. The original letter is deposited among the huge 
mass of similar documents, written in many tongues 
and from many quarters of the globe. A correspondent 
who recently visited the Lost Soldiers’ Bureau in the 
Vatican declared that these appeals, if bound, would 
make perhaps 50 large tomes, and he found that the ledg- 
ers, in which.the merest details are set down, numbered 
more than 30. Not more than three lines are necessary 
for a description of each soldier. 

When the Lost Soldiers’ Bureau was first formed, upon 
the suggestion of Mgr. Tedeschini, the Penitentiaries of 
St. Peter’s were immediately called in on account of their 
knowledge of many languages. Bellamy Storer, former 
Ambassador to Austria, gave assistance and the nuns of 
several convents offered their services in copying let- 
ters and registering lists. But before long the diffi- 
culties, delays and general unsatisfactoriness of deal- 
ing only through individuals in other countries became 
evident and other bureaus became a necessity, At the 
Pope’s request Mgr. Schulte founded one at Paderborn 
and the Bishop of Geneva established one at Freiburg. 
Soon regular communications were established between 
the three bureaus, the names of lost combatants were for- 
warded to the centers in the different countries and in- 
formation given to the inquiring families, The arrange- 
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ments were authorized by both the French and German 
Governments. 

As the name implies, the bureau was concerned at 
first mainly with obtaining information about the pris- 
oners and missing, but now all possible data about sol- 
diers killed is collected. In the early part of last year 
a priest was sent as a delegate to Austria to visit the 
Italian civil and military prisoners and while there he 
arranged with the authorities to establish a bureau in 
Vienna. Every 10 days a list of names of prisoners 18 
sent to the Vatican and from time to time a statement 
concerning their health and wants, signed by the pris- 
oners themselves. In Switzerland the prisoners have 
been visited by the papal delegate and the same has 
been done with respect to Belgian, French and British 
prisoners in Germany. 

Neither has the Provisionary Office limited its work 
to the western war front. The Apostolic Delegate at 
Constantinople was commissioned to visit the prisoners 
in Turkey and to communicate the results of his visit to 
the office. He obtained from Enver Pasha an assurance 
that those places where soldiers had been buried should 
he fenced in with wire and protected. The Bishop of 
Syrba obtained from the Bulgarian Government a list of 
names of their first French and English prisoners and 
the French and English prisoners at Afion-Kara-Hissar 
were visited by two priests, who celebrated mass in the 
camp and distributed presents to the men. 

The Pope has never abandoned his early custom of 
reading personally all of the letters of inquiry, thou- 
sands of which have passed through his hands. On 
each he writes, “Disparu” (Missing), and it is sent to 
the Provisionary Office immediately. It has been related 
that one of these chanced to be from the Pope’s sister, 
who made inquiries concerning her missing son. About 
200 letters are received daily, and in many instances the 
writers have first appealed to the Red Cross or to the 
King of Spain, who also carries on a vast and successful 
work of the kind. 

Until a missing man is found the activity of the 
Pope’s organization is never relaxed. Sometimes it is 
a month and sometimes a year later that the soldier is 
found and put into communication with his worried 
family. After his description has been noted on the 
books at the Vatican it is written out in full on another 
form and taken by a papal courier to Switzerland, to 
which a courier is dispatched twice a week. In the 
event, say, that a man is believed to be a prisoner in 
Germany, the courier's list is sent to all the concentra- 
tion camps and all the hospitals where prisoners are de- 
tained. Probably an investigation, not in scores, but in 


hundreds of places, is necessary before the man is dise 
covered. Often the desired information is obtained 
through a comrade who sees his friend’s name on ons 
of the lists. Then the full address is sent to the Vatican 
and from there to the relatives. 

Oftentimes, in a search for a man presumably a pris 
oner, the Papal Bureau makes the discovery that be iq 
dead and in many instances has been enabled to furs 
nish his family not only with this information but tha 
location of his grave and in some cases the man's dying 
words. In one of the books on file at the Vatican it is 
recorded that a certain soldier, when he had received 
hig death wound on the battlefield, spoke these final 
words: 8 

“Good-by, my wife; good-by, my children.” 

In other cases it was a “Vive la France” or “Hoch def 
Deutschland,“ or Adieu, my poor father and mother,“ 
but even these sorrowful few particulars are a relief to 
a family who did not know whether to mourn their loved 
one as dead or continue in the hope that he might be 
living. 

The letters which reach the Pope are of the most dw 
verse kind. Sometimes one will contain every neces 
sary item of information concerning the lost soldier, 
written in a cool, exact manner. But more often so 
was the agony of the sender that not even the soldier’s 
name or the writer’s address is given—like the one which 
appears at the beginning of this article. However, tha 
officials at the Vatican Bureau are patient and somdé 
wonderful results have been obtained from very slight 
clews. 

This service is by no means the only one which thé 
Pope has been called upon to perform as a result of the 
war. Many demands have been made upon him by 
civilians, refugees and inhabitants of mvaded countries, 
They have obtained assistance in their distress and in- 
formation of their relatives, from whom they had been 
separated. In some cases it has been possible, through 
the direct intervention of the Provisionary Office, to 
obtain authorization for the transference of whole fame 
ilies from one district to another and for the reunion 
of all the members. 

It happened to become known to the Holy See that 
many persons along the French and Belgian frontiers 
had information relating to persons who had disap- 
peared and been killed. The Provisionary Bureau, 
through the Nuncio at Brussels, immediately ordered 
that all this information should be collected and sent 
to Rome. This was done, and the possession thus ob- 
tained of facts that enabled considerable assistance te 
be given.

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. RESIDENT WILSON, the college moter

Paul Painleve, formerly of the faculty of the Sorbonne, 

who is hailed as the world’s supreme mathematician, 

and perhaps the first scientist of tee age, has become 


Premier of France. In that country the office of Presi- 


dent is largely an honorary one, and the real power is 
in the hands of the Prime Minister. 

The selection of Painleve, whose career has been al- 
most as romantic as that of Abraham Lincoln, is a far- 
shining proof that France, with her incomparably Iucid 
common sensé, recognizes science as the pre-eminent 
force in warfare as it is today. And Painleve has won 
his spurs. As head of the French Bureau of Inventions— 
a position corresponding with Thomas A. Edison’s as 
chairman of the American Navy’s Civilian Consulting 
Board—he is credited with working out the formula 
of that mysterious explosive, still a sacred — a the 
French Government, which blasted into ruin th 
man Crown Prince’s assault on Verdun. There 5 ce 
was saved from destruction no less surely than on 
the Marne. From Painleve’s department also issued the 
camouflage.“ 

In an age when the Scope of science has become 80 
vast as to compel specialization, when some of the 
finest brains are content if they can master one corner 
of that illimitable territory, Painleve set himself to 
become a master in many branches, to be the modern 
Aristotle. He is not only the world’s greatest mathema- 
tician. He is renowned as a physitist, and narrowly 
missed winning the Nobel prize in this subject just be- 
fore the war began. As a chemist he lectured to eager 
classes at the Sorbonne. And in addition he is a prac- 
tical politician of remarkable virtuosity. 

He is considered among all scholars to possess a mind 
of prodigious power. His unusual gifts became manifest 
before he was 10 years old. His teacher in the lay 
school at Paris was soon convinced that in the boy he 


had found that rare nugget in the all but hopeless min- 


ing of pedagogy—a genius. Paul was left to idle, while 
the rest of the class toiled, because with one glance he 
knew his lessons perfectly. The teacher consulted the 
director, who recommended that he be examined for a 
higher class. In due time the same kind of report Was 
handed in, and again he went up to a still higher class. 

The process was continued until the youth was in 
danger of being promoted out of the school altogether. 
At last the director was convinced that he had a marvel 
of a mind to deal with. Paul was discovered. No pains 
were spared with him. A special purse was even pro- 
cured from some source. It is affirmed that in his 


eleventh year he could have taken his bachelor’s degree 


at the university. 

The scientific world has Gas been familfar with his 
dazzling career as an investigator. The mathematicians 
insist that. his genius is primarily for numbers and their 
relations. M. Briand, former Premier and a most astute 
politician, declared Painleve to be a born leader of men, 
with an unparalleled capacity for administration. 
Clemenceau, himself a master of eloquence, pronounced 
him an inspired debater. 

Henri Poincare, the famous cousin of the French 
President, was, until his death, ranked as the most - 
lustrious of mathematicians, and only Painleve was able 
with any justice to dispute that title, now become un- 
questionably his. Poincare, sticking to his own field, 
despaired of the universal Painleve, who took all science 
for his province. | 

„Stop!“ cried Poincare once. “You are setting ont 
on a path which will bring you to an impassable wall.“ 
The wall did rear itself; but when Painleve got to that 


point he devised means of. leaping over. Such was the 


tribute of Poincare, and before his death he proclaimed 
Painleve as the foremost scientist of the era. 

Side by side with the glory that has come to him as 
a member of the academy of sciences marches the tri- 
umph of his political activities. He would hold a class 
spellbound at the Sorbonne with the delicacy of his re- 
searches into the theory of light, heat and sound; and 
repair at night te a packed hall for the sake of harangu- 
ing discentented proletarians. For this mathematical 
genius was a radical among radical Socialists.

All the more surprising, then, is that which ee 
in the little Florida village of Moore Haven, in the heart 
of the Florida Everglades, 25 miles south of the fash- 
fonable Palm Beach colony. Here the townspeople 
called en masse upon Mrs. Marian Newhall Horwitz and 
tendered her the mayoralty of their town. She protest- 


ed that she was too busy raising castor beans to make 


oil for her Government’s airplane fleets and foodstuffs 
for the people to accept the responsibility, but the vil- 
lagers drew up a petition, signed by 75 per cent of the 
voters, insisting upon her election, and wien she re- 
turned from a vacation the day after election it was to 


discover that she had been made the Lady Mayor” of 


the village by a handsome. majority. With it went a 
rare distinction—that of being the first woman elected to 
a mayoralty south of the Mason and Dixon line. 

Mrs. Horwitz is a member of the old Newhall family of 


Philadelphia, her father, Daniel S. Newhall, having been 


a vice president of the Pennsylvania Railroad. Her late 
husband, George Q. Horwitz, was a Philadelphia law- 
yer, son of Dr. Prinex Horwitz, Medical Director and 
Surgeon-General of the United States navy caring the 
Civil War. 

Just a year ago Mrs: Horwitz presided over an aristo- 
cratic home in the fashionable Rittenhouse Square dis- 
trict of Philadelphia, devoting her time largely to philan- 
thropies and women’s war activities. In December came 
the sudden and untimely death of her husband. Christmas 
was spent by Mrs. Horwitz and her son Orville quietly in 
their winter home at Palm Beach. 

In settling up the affairs of her husband Mrs. Hor wit 
found that she was heir by his will, among other things, 
to a 500-acre tract in the Florida Everglades—some- 
thing she had never known he possessed, and a spot she 
had never visited in her winter tours of the South. 
When, several months later, the United States plunged 
in the world war and the cry “Raise more food” was 


heard, Mrs. Horwitz determined to cultivate the Florida 
re asked my opinion about arrestin 


land. She found it little more than a matted jungle, but, 
with a woman’s ingenuity and determination, set about 
the task of turning the wilderness into fertile fields. She 
found that canals dug ten or fifteen years ago by North- 
ern capitalists to drain the lowlands into Lake Okecho- 
bee, but abandoned at the time because of unfruitful re- 
sults, had finally eliminated the swamp bottom of her 
tract. 


She was forced, however, to struggle against jungle 
fevers, labor disturbances and slow shipments of farm 
implements. But 50 carloads of potatoes, sent North 
about the time Mrs. Horwitz was being elected president 
of the Moore Haven Vegetable Growers’ Exchange, pres- 
ident of the Moore Haven Development Co., president of 
the Moore Haven Growers’ Supply Co., president of the 
Horwitz City Farm Co., president of the De Soto Stock 
Farms Co., and president of the Lake Okechobee Lake 
Transportation Co., was but the beginning of her effort 
to aid Food Administrator Hoover in his national cam- 
paign to feed the world. 


In the midst of her. agricultural activities Mrs. Hor- 
witz was visited one day by a voters’ delegation—all men 
—and tendered the nomination for the mayoralty ‘of 
Moore Haven. “You have done so much for the advance- 
ment gf our community that we feel you are the one 
rightly entitled to become Mayor of our new munici- 
pality,” spoke up the chairman of the committee. Mrs. 
Horwitz declined to accept the honor, declaring she was 
too busy with her farm. A few days later back came 
the committee with a petition reading: 


“We, the undersigned, do hereby pledge ourselves to 
support Mrs. Gearge Q. Horwitz to the office. of first 
Mayor of Moore Haven. Although she has withdrawn 
her name as a candidate, we feel it the duty of every 
voter to cast his ballot in favor of Mrs. Horwitz. She 
is vitally interested in the welfare and future develop- 
ment of our city. She is a woman of great integrity and 
well experienced in the handling of public affairs.” 

With the job thus thrust upon her, Mrs. Horwitz ac- 
cepted, after the ballots had been counted and it had 
been found that she was winner by more than 75 per 
cent of the total number of ballots cast. Immediately. 
she announced that she stood for progressiveness, elim- 
ination of party lines in municipal affairs and a referen- 
dum on all legislation affecting municipal development. 
She conferred at once with the heads of the Council of 
Moore Haven and mapped out a program to include 
betterment along the lines of sanitation, schools, police 
and finance. 

Moore Haven has, accordingly, forged ahead hand- 
somely in six months. In the travelers’ guidebooks it 
formerly was catalogued as “a plase in the Everglades, 
mostly under water and inhabited by Indians.” Now it 
has electric lights, telephones and automobiles, a fire 
department, an ice plant, a grocery store, two drug 
stores, a moving picture theater, a newspaper, a baseball 
team and six churches, the congregations meeting in 
the moving picture theater, the grocery store and the 
firehouse. 

“I am carrying a burden that is tremendous, but I 
mean to see it through,” says Lady Mayor” Horwitz. 
J have never been active in suffrage work; in fact, I 
have never really fi that a woman should hold such a 
responsible position; . dut now that it has been thrust

at Great Lakes, III. But since then the 
newspapers have contained nothing of 
them, and for aught anyone knew they 2

Here is the answer to the question: 
They have all gone to sea! The men 
who formerly manned the Huntress on the St. Louis 
water front and those making up the rest of the State’s 
contingent are now in the active service of Uncle Sam 
on his fighting ships, somewhere in the Atlantic Ocean.” 
And according to a St. Louisan who is at present in 
training at the Great Lakes station, all of them have 
made good in active service. 

When the several hundred naval militiamen from Mis- 
souri reached the Great Lakes station it was but little 
larger than in normal times, but plans were started for 
an enlarging process, which today permits nearly 20,000 
men to be trained where it was possible to handle only 
about 2000 before. 

Included in the Missourians were men of years of ex- 
perience on the sea and practically all had had one or 
more of the summer cruises held annually for the naval 
militia of the several states. The officers were men 
who had won their rank in the militia and had been 
mustered into the Federal service with the rank they 
held. They were the men who had kept alive the Mis- 
souri organization under difficult circumstances. 

The Missouri Naval Militia came into existence in 
1897, when Chief Gunner’s Mate Rogers, having received 
a discharge from the United States Navy, returned to St. 
Louis and advertised for all interested to attend a meet- 
ing at the old Seventeenth Street Armory. Half a hun- 
dred men attended and the militia was organized. 
They drilled on an old ferry boat. In 1904 they 
were recognized by the Federal Government 
and in 1906 the State of Missouri saw fit to 
grant State aid. 

After drilling in buildings at Fourteenth 
and Olive streets, Twenty-ninth and 
Locust streets, and later at Druid’s 
Hall, Ninth and Market streets, for 
several years, the organization 
came into possession of the 
wooden ship used during the 
World’s Fair for the concession 
“From New York to the North 
Pole.” This ship was tied up 
at Bissel’s Point and used as ar 
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Then the City of St. Louis came 
to the rescue during the adminis- 
tration of Mayor Rolla Wells and 
gave the militiamen the use of an 
old waterworks building at the 
foot of Ferry street. Gradually 
this building has been improved 
until today the Missourians have 
good quarters. 

The Post-Dispatch’s informant,

On 
the first morning after our arrival the cheerful report 
of the lookout told of the approach of a steamer. 

Wo hardly had to move out of our tracks. The steam- 
er headed exactly for us. When she had arrived near 
enough so that we could make out her flag we suffered 
a slight disappointment. She flew the colors of Hol- 
land. She was the “Maria,” old and rather neglected 
looking and was loaded down. 

The signal from our prize officer changed our disap- 
pointment to joy. The “Maria” was under the charter 
of a London firm, carrying wheat from Portland, Ore., 
to Belfast and Dublin. Ship and cargo were therefore 
confiscated and liable to destruction. 

We figured out that this cargo was sufficient to pro- 
vide bread for the entire population of London for 14 
days, and so we thought: “Whoever digs a grave for 
somebody else might possibly fall in it himself!“ 

While the crew of the prize was being transferred and 
the explosives were being made ready, a second steamer 
on a southerly course hove in sight to the westward. The 
“Krefeld” remained with the “Maria” in order to pick 
up our men after the explosion and to wait for the steam- 
er to sink. The soft-hearted English Captains had begged 
our Captain not to send them away again when a steam- 
er was about to be sunk. They also wanted to see this 
scene! The Captain granted their wish. 

The “KARLSRUHE” then hurried away to attend to 
the latest arrival. The pipes of the Boatswain’s Mates on 
watch blew all over the ship: “The reserve prize crew 
be ready to leave the ship!”

The steamer was the Ascara“ of 
Genoa. She was carrying corn from 
Rosario to St. Vincent (Cape Verde). 
Like most steamers of that nation, 
she looked dirty and very neglected. 
When the prize officer returned from 
his work he seemed -weak in the 
stomach from the terrible odors that 
pervaded the steamer. 

Her papers were absolutely clear, 
so we had to respectfully permit her 
to continue on her way. 

But we soon received our reward 
for the tomfoolery that the Italian 
perpetrated on us. While the prize 
crew was going over to the Italian, 
a second steamer hove in sight to 
the northwestward. She hoisted her 
flag at once, which we immediately 
recognized as a beautiful, large and 
new Union Jack. The Britisher had 
mistaken us for a friendly cruiser 
and could not imagine why we were 
hurrying to meet her. She then 
hoisted an enormous flag at the mast- 
head, so that we could see her better. 
But soon she seemed to smell a 
mouse; the red cloth was quickly 
hauled down and was never sighted 
again. 

The case of this steamer was sim- 
ilar to that of most of the others. 
They never suspected anything as we 
steamed toward them, always think- 
ing we were a British cruiser. What 
else could they meet on the free 
ocean except warships of the sea- 

‘ruling Britannia They never 

thought of meeting a German man- 
o-war until they saw us hoist our 
war flag. Later on, however, when 
the press reports showed that many 
steamers were disappearing, the 
English Captains seemed to get an 
inkling of the true state of affairs. 
After that we occasionally held up 
a steamer and found that the men had already packed 
up their clothes and had cleared away the boats ready 
for lowering. 

About 6:40 a. m. we captured the steamer Rio Ig- 
nassa” from London. She was carrying 4800 tons of 
coal from Newcastle to Rio de Janeiro. The crew con- 
sisted entirely of Englishmen. 

She was sentenced to be sunk for the same reason 
that the “Cornish City” was sunk. 

While we were doing this a steamer came in sight 
heading straight for the “KARLSRUHE.” When or- 
dered by flag signal, she came close aboard and stopped. 
She carried the Swedish flag, was named Princess Inge- 
borg” (Axel Johnson & Co. of Stockholm), was loaded 
with merchandise and passengers, among them several 
German ladies and children, and was heading for South 
America. Her papers were quickly examined and she 
was then released. 

The Captain first decided to fill up our bunkers be- 
fore sinking the prize. But this was given up because 
of the heavy sea. The English Captain assured us that 
he did not have very good coal and that we would surely 
soon meet other steamers that would bring us better 
fuel. This agreed with our own expectations. 

The Rio Ignassa“ was bombed in two places, namely 
in the shaft alley and forward in the collision room.” 
She sank rapidly, heeling over at the finish. This was 
the first steamer we saw sink in the daytime. Shortly 
before she heeled over one of her flags broke out and it 
was the letter Q,“ which means: “I wish to signal you.” 
Of course, nobody had remained on board. It was an- 
other trick of the bogey man. 

This steamer also brought many newspapers. In one 
of the illustrated papers was a good picture of the sink- 
ing of the “Mainz.” The ship, about half sunk, continued 
to fire her guns at her more powerful and more numer- 
ous foes. The picture was pasted up in the men’s quar- 
ters and the necessary remarks added to it. 

The: press reports that concerned us were now being 
translated and made up into a sort of ship newspaper, 
which was distributed among the men.

23-27 SEPTEMBER. Since leaving the home-country 
the “KARLSRUHE” had, barring the few short stops, 
been under way constantly. The boilers and engines 
can be called the heart of the ship. In order to keep her 
well and strong these must be overhauled from time to 
time. 

As all the English warships were, to all appearances, 
a good distance away, we decided to use several days for 
this purpose. A surprise by an enemy cruiser would 
have been fatal to us at such a time because the en- 
gines were not ready. In order to prevent a surprise we 
proceeded a good distance to the westward, out of the 
commercial highway. 

The other ships also needed repairs, and so they used 
these days for the same purpose. The ship was pretty 
badly damaged by the constant coaling. The paint on 
the side had been worn away and the rust showed 
through in many places. Very little of the deck linole- 
um remained. The bare steel came through all over. 
The first officer did his best to remedy these conditions. 


Other than this, these days were much like the days 


when we lay in wait without sighting

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HIS correspondence shows that he 
has outrivaled Machiavelli,” re- 
marked Senator Brandegee re- 
garding the Kaiser, after the 

revelation that in 1905 that monarch plotted to 

seize Denmark and tempted Czar Nicholas to 
betray his ally, France, which was afterwards 


to be seduced into a breach of faith with En- 
gland, 


Although, as Macaulay said, out of the sur- 
name of Niccolo Machiavelli we have coined an 
epithet for a knave, and out Of his Christian 
name a synonym for the Devil (Old Nick), and. 
although the phrase “a Machiavelli” and the 
adjective “Machiavellian” are met with every- 
where in writing and conversation, it is to be 
doubted whether many persons are very fa- 
miliar with the cynical scheme of statesman- 
ship to which this Florentine diplomat (1 469- 
1527) owes his peculiar infamy. 


Yet scarcely any other book throws a clearer 
light upon German policies today, or had more to do with 
inspiring them, than Machiavelli's “The Prince.” This 
cold-blooded and business-like exposition of scientific 
iniquity, which holds up the sanguinary and perfidious 
Cesare Borgia as a model for all politicians, has ever 
since its publication served as a handbook for tyrants. 

It was the guide of Henry VIII, Charles V studied 
il, Catherine di Medici based her policies upon it, Rich- 
elieu praised it, a copy of the book was found on the 
murdered body of Henry IV of France, and. Napoleon 
justified with a quotation from it the murder of the 
Duc @Enghien. 4 French translation, profusely an- 
notaied in Napoleon’s own hand, was found in his car- 
riage at Waterloo. 

Particularly in modern Germany has Machiavelli been 
recognized as a schoolmaster, both among philosophers 
and statesmen. Characteristic extracts from his manual 
of political ruthlessness are given herewith. 


“Well-Employed Cruelties.” 

T may be asked how Agathocles and some like him, 
after numberless acts of treachery and cruelty, have 
been able to live long in their own country in safety, 
and to defend themselves from foreign enemies, with- 
out being plotted against by their fellow citizens; where- 
as many others, by reason of their cruelty, have failed to 
maintain their position even in peaceful times, not to 
speak of the perilous times of war. I believe that this 

results from cruelty being well or ill employed. 

Those cruelties we may say are well employed, if it 
be permitted to speak well of things evil, which are done 
once for all under the necessity of self-preservation, 
and are not afterwards persisted in, but so far as pos- 
sible modified to the advantage of the governed. III 
employed cruelties, on the other hand, are those which 
from small beginnings increase rather than diminish 
with time. They who follow the first of these methods 
may, by the grace of God and man, find, as did Ag- 
athocles, that their condition is not desperate; but by 
no possibility can the others maintain themselves. 

Hence we may learn the lesson that on seizing a 
state, the usurper should make haste to inflict what in- 
juries he must, at a stroke, that he may not have to 
renew them daily, but be enabled by their discontinu- 
ance to reassure men’s minds, and afterwards win them 
over by benefits. Whosoever, either through timidity or 
from following bad counsel, adopts a contrary course, 
must keep the sword always drawn. Injuries, therefore, 
should be inflicted all at once, that their ill-savor being 
the less lasting may the less offend; whereas benefits 
should be conferred little by little, that so they may 
be more fully relished. 

— 0 — 
If a Prince Is Good, He Is Ruined. 
HE manner in which we live, and that in which we 
- ought to live, are things so wide asunder that he 
who quits the one to betake himself to the other is more 
likely to destroy than to save himself; since anyone who 
would act up to a perfect standard of goodness in every- 
thing must be ruined among so many who are not good. 
It is essential, therefore, for a Prince who desires to 
maintain his position, to have learned how to be other 
than good, and to use or not to use his goodness as ne- 
cessity requires. 
— 0 — 

It is to be noted that hatred is incurred as well on ac- 
count of good actions as of bad; for which reason, as I 
have already said, a Prince who would maintain his 
authority is often compelled to be other than good. For 
when the class, be it the people, the soldiers or the 
nobles, on whom you judge it necessary to rely for 
your support, is corrupt, you must needs adapt yourself 
to its humors, and satisfy these, in which case virtuous 
conduct will only prejudice you. 

—O—_—_ 
Wickedness as a Science. 
VERYONE will admit that it would be most laudable 
for a Prince to be endowed with all of the quali- 
ties which are reckoned good; but since it is impossible 
for him to possess or to practice them all, the condi- 
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tions of human nature not allowing it, he must be dis- 
creet enough to know how to avoid the infamy of those 
vices that would deprive him of his government, and, if 
possible, be on his guard also against those which might 
not deprive him of it, though if he cannot wholly re- 
strain himself, he may with less scruple indulge in the 
latter. 

He need never hesitate, however, to incur the reproach 
of those vices without which his authority can hardly 
be preserved; for if he well consider the whole matter, 
he will find that there may be a line of conduct having 
the appearance of virtue, to follow which would be his 
ruin; and that there may be another course having the 
appearance of vice, by following which his safety and 
well-being are secured.

We may draw the general maxim, which never or 
rarely errs, that he who is the cause of another’s great- 
ness is himself undone.

Why Princes Must Be Cruel. 

ND here comes the question whether it is better to 

be loved than feared, or feared rather than loved. 

* Men are less careful how they offend him who 
makes himself loved than him who makes himself 
feared. For love is held by the tie of obligation, which, 
because men are a sorry breed, is broken on every whis- 
per of private interest; but fear is bound by the appre- 
hension of punishment, which never relaxes its grasp.

1 THE GREAT, King of Prussia, in 

his youthful days composed an Anti- 
Machiavel,” in the publication of which, accord- 
ing to the witty Voltaire, he more than ever prac- 
tised the precepts of the Florentine. How faith- 
fully the founder of Prussia’s power followed 
Machiavelli’s teachings is shown by the sinister 
creed which the greatest of the Hohenzollerns 
formulated for the instruction of his dynasty: 


If possible, the powers of Europe should be 
made envious against one another in order 
to give occasion for a coup when the oppor- 
tunity arises. 

If a ruler is obliged to sacrifice his own 
person for the welfare of his subjects, he 
is all the more obliged to sacrifice treaty 
engagements the continuance of which would 
be harmful to his country. It is better that 
a nation should perish, or that aq sovereign 
should break his treaty? 

Statesmanship can be reduced to three 
principles: First, to maintain your power, 
and, according to circumstances, to extend 
it; second, to form an alliance only for your 
own advantage; and third, to command fear 
and respect even in the most disastrous times. 

Do not be ashamed of making interested 
alliances from which you yourself can de- 
rive the whole advantage. Do not make the 
foolish mistake of not breaking them when - 
you believe your interests require it. 

Above all, uphold the following marim: To 
despoil your neighbors is to deprive them of 
the means of injuring you. 

When about to conclude a treaty with some 
foreign power, if a sovereign remembers he 
is a Christian he is lost. 

Frederick’s successors have modeled themselves 
upon the policies so shamelessly avowed, and 
have now even improved upon them in the vir- 
tuosity of treachery and selfishness. 
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‘Romans. The Spartans held Athens and Thebes by cre- 
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in a foreign 
among the soldiers 9 nor any 
mutiny against their leader, either in his good 
or in his evil fortunes. This we can only 
ascribe to the transcendent cruelty which, 
joined with numberless great qualities, rend- 
ered him at once venerable and terrible in. the 
eyes of his soldiers, for without this reputa- 
tion for cruelty, these other virtues would not 
have produced like results. * * * 

I sum up by saying that since his being 
loved depends on his subjects, while his being 
feared depends on himself, a wise Prince 
should build on what is his own, and not on 
what rests with others. 


Treaties as “Scraps of Paper.” 


3 understands how praiseworthy, 
it is in a Prince to keep faith, and to 
live uprightly and not craftily. Neverthe- 
less, we see from what has taken place in 
our own days that Princes who have set little 
store by their word, but have known how to 
overreach men by their cunning, have ac- 
complished great things, and in the end got 
the better of those who trusted in honest 
dealing. * ° * 
A prudent Prince neither can nor ought to 
keep his word when to keep it is hurtful to 
himself, and the causes which led him to 
pledge it are removed. If all men were good, 
this would not be good advice, but since they 
are dishonest and do not keep faith with you, 
you, in return, need not keep faith with them; 
and no Prince was ever at a loss for plausible 
reasons to cloak a breach of faith. Of this 
numberless recent instances could be given, 
and it might be shown how many solemn 
treaties and engagements have been rendered 
inoperative and idle through want of faith in 
Princes, and that he who was best known to 
play the fox had the best success. 
It is necessary, indeed, to put a good color 
on this nature, and to be skillful in simulating 
and dissembling.. But men are so simple, and governed 
so absolutely by their present needs, that he who wishes 
to deceive will never fail in finding willing dupes. One 
recent example I will not omit. Pope Alexander VI had 
no thought or care but how to deceive, and always found 
material to work on. No man ever had a more effective 
manner of asseverating, or made promises with more 
solemn protestations, or observed them less. And yet, 
because he understood this side of human nature, his 
frauds always succeeded. 
— 00 —— 
Above all, a Prince should abstain from the property 
of others. Men will sooner forget the death of their 
father than the loss of their patrimony. 
— — ' 
Princes Should Be Hypocrites. 
T is not essential that a Prince should have all thd 
good qualities I have enumerated, but it is most 
essential that he should seem to have them; I will even 
venture to affirm that if he has and invariably practices 
them all, they are hurtful, whereas the appearance of 
having them is useful. Thus it is well to seem merci- 
ful, faithful, humane, religious and upright, and also 
to be so; but the mind should remain so balanced that 
were it needful not to be so, you should be able and know 
how to change to the contrary. * * ® ; 
A Prince should be very careful that nothing ever 
escapes his lips which is not replete with the five quali- 
ties above named, so that to see and hear him, one would 
think him the embodiment of mercy, good faith, integ- 
rity, humanity and religion. And there is no virtue 
which it is more necessary for him to seem to possess 
than the last; because men in general judge rather by the 
eye than by the hand, for everyone can see but few can 
touch. Everyone sees what you seem, but very few know 
what you are, and these few dare not oppose themselves 
to the opinion of the many who have the majesty of si 
state to back them up. 
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Success 1 All Means. 

N the action of all men, and most of all of Princes, 
where there is no tribunal to which we can appeal, 

we look to results. Wherefore, if a Prince succeeds in 
establishing and maintaining his authority, the means 
will always be judged honorable and be approved by 
everyone. For the vulgar are always taken in by ap- 
pearances and results, and the world is made up of the 
vulgar. 
A certain Prince of our own days, whose name it is 
as well not to mention, is always preaching peace and 
good faith, although the mortal enemy of both, which, 
had he practiced them as he preaches them, would, often- 
er than once, have lost him his kingdom and authority. 


Does This Explain Belgium’s Fate? 
HEN a newly-acquired state been accustomed 

to live under its own laws and in freedom, there 

are three methods by which it may be held. The first 
is to destroy it; the second, to go and reside there in 
person, and the third, to suffer it to live on under its 
own laws, subjecting it to a tribute, and intrusting the 
Government to a few of the inhabitants who will keep 
the rest your friends. We have examples of all 
these methods in the histories of the Spartans and the 


ating oligarchies in these cities, yet lost them in the 
end. The Romans, to retain Capua, Carthage and Nu- 
mantia, destroyed them and never lost them. For, in 


truth, there is no surer way of holding than by destroy- 
ing, and whoever becomes master of a city accustomed 
to live in freedom and does not destroy it, may reckon 
on being destroyed by it.
